It Is reported that there is already 
enough evidence to indict twenty po­ 
licemen for neglect of duty and op­ 
pression in office because of failure 
and refusals to make arrests. 
The supporters of City Attorney 
Joseph W. Folk, through Representa­ 
tives W. D. Vandiver and Thomas J. 
Mulvihill, issued a call Monday after­ 
noon for a mass meeting to be held 
Thursday night at Chats worth hall. 
Seventeenth and Olive streets, for the 
pnri>ose of protesting against inter­ 
ferences of the police at the demo­ 
cratic primaries Saturday and the ac­ 
tion of Hawes leaders 
in

gangs of “repeaters” 
into 
several 
wards. 
Mayor Wells made the following 
statement: 
“Personally, I have nothing to sa: 
in regard to Saturday's
